The day following Judge Ryland wrote the 
following: 


“Richmond, 10th Jane, 1834. 

Mr, A. S. Gilbert: 

Sir. Deeply impreesed 
witha desire to do all in my power to settle or 
allay the disturbances between the ‘Mormons’ 
and the citizens of Jackson county, | have con- 
cluded that it might have some tendeney te 
ffectuate this object by having the Mormons 
called together at Liberty next Monday, aud 
there explaining to them my notions and views 
of their present situation, and the cizcumsiances 
attendant, I therefore request you, Sir, touse 
all your influence with your brethren, to get 
them to meet me next Monday in Liberty. I 
much fear and dread the consequences that ate 
yet to ensue, unless I should succeed in my 
wishes to restore peace. It is the doty of all 
good men to uee all proper and laudable a eans 
toresore peace. Il expect a deputation.of some 
of the most respectable citizens of Jackson 
county will meet me on Monday next at Lib- 
erty. I call upon you in the name of humani- 
ty, therefore, to leave no efforts untried to col- 
lect your brethren at Liberty an requested.— 
Should my efforts to make peace, fail of sticcéss, 
there can at least be no wrong, or, Sis, in; the 
attempt, and I shall enjoy the consolatien,of 
having done my duty as a man, as well’ 
christian.

They went to the ferry and undertook to 
cross the Missouri river, aſter & usk, and the 
angel of God saw fit to sink the boat, sbout the 
middle of the river, and seven out of twelve 
that attempted to cross, were drowned. Thus 
suddenly, and justly went they to their own| 
place by water. Campbell wae among the 
missing. He flosted down the river some four 
or five miles, and lodged upon a pile of drift 
wood, where the Eagles. Buzzards, Ravans, 
Crows and wild animals ate hie flesh from hie 
bones, to fulfil his own words, and left him a 
horrible looking skeleton of God’s vengeance: 
which was discovered, about three weeks after 
by ode Mr. Purt'e. 

Owens saved his life only. after floating four 
miles down the stream, where he lodged upon 
an island, “swam off naked about day light, 
borrowed a mantle to hide his shame, and slip- 
ped home rather shy of the vengeance of God.” 

We were threatened that we should not pass 
through Richmond, end it was reported that an 
army lay in wait there to intercept us. 

Thureday 19th; we passed through the town 
as roon es it was licht and before the inhabit- 
ants were erisen from their slumbers, meeting 
with no opposition, but we had not proceeded 
many miles before one wagon broke down, and 
by the time that was repaired wheels ron off 
from others end such like incidents continued 
through the dsy to impede our progress. When 
we started in the morning we intended to ar- | 
rive in Clay cousty that day, but in vain, ats 
seasonable hour we encamped on an elevated 
piece of ground between two branches of Fish- 
ing River, heving travelled about fifteen miles. 
Fishing River, at this point, was compesed of 
seven small streams, and those betwixt which 
we encamped were two of them. * 

As we halted and were makiag preparations 
for the night, five men armed with guns rode 
into our camp and told us we should see hell 
before morning, and their accompanying oathe 
partook of all the malice of demons. They 
told us that sixty men were coming from Rich- 
mond, Ray coyaty; and seventy more from

our ut:er destruction; but after the. first scow 
load of about forty bad been set over the river, 
the scow in returning was met by a squall, 
and had great difbeulty in reaching the Jeck- 


json aide by dark. 


Boon after the five men left the camp ewear- 
ing vengeance, we discovered a smell black 
eloud rising in the West, and in twenty min- 
utes, or thereabouts, it began to rein and bel’, 
and this was the squall that troubled the Jack - 
son boat. 

The storm wae tremendove; wind and rain, 
hail and thunder met them in great wrath, and 
soon soltened their direfal courage, and frus- 
trated all their designs to kill Joe Smith and 
his army.” Instead of continuing a canoon- 
ading, which they commeneed the sun about 
one hoor high, they crawled under wagons, 
into hollow trees, filled one old shanty, &c., 
till the storm was over, when their ammunition 
was soaked, and the forty in Clay county were 
extremely anxious in the morning, to retutn 
to Jackson, having experienced the pitiless 
peltings of the storm al! night, and 8s soon os 
arrangements could be made, this 
hope” took the · boek track” for Indépendence, 
to join the main body of the mob, fully satis- 
fied, as were those survivors of the company 
who were drowned, that when Jehovah fights, 
they would rather be absent.

Friday the we went five on the 
prairie to procure food for ourselves and — 
and establish ourselves for the moment, in some 
secure place where we could defend ourselves 
from the rage of our enemies, and while in this 
situation, on Saturday the 2ist, Col. Sconce, 
with two other leading men from Ray county, 
come to see us, desiring to know what our jn- 
tentions wére; fer, said he, “I see that there 
i an almighty power that protects this people, 
for I started from Richmond, Ray county, with 
a company of armed men, having a fall deter- 
mination s destroy you, but was kept back by 
the storm, aud was notable to reach you.” 
When be entered out camp he was seized with 
such a trembling that he wes obliged to sit 
down to compose himself; and when he: had 
made known his object of their visit; I arose, 
and addressing them, gave a relation of the 
safferings of the sainta in Jackson county, and 
also of our persecution generally, and what we 
had suffered by our enemies for our religion; 
and that we had come one thousand miles to 
assist our brethren, to bring them ciothing,&c. 
and to reinstate them upon their own lands: 
and thet we had no intention to molest or in- 
jure any people, but only to administer to the 
wante of our afflicted friends; and that the evil 
reports circulated about us were false, and got 
up by our enemies to procure our destraction. 
‘When I bad closed a lengthy epeech, tbe spir- 
it of which melted them into compassion, they 
arose and offered me their hands, and said they 
would use their inflvence to allay the excite- 
ment which every where prevailed against us, 
and they wept when they heard of our affiic- 
toons and persecutions, and that our intentions 
were good. Accordingly they went forth and 
rode among the people, and made unwearied 
exertions to allay the excitement. 

The brethren in Clay county wrote the com- 
mittee of the Jackson mob the same dav: 

| “Clay county, let June, 1834. 

Geatlemen :—Y our propositions of Monday 
last have been generaly made known to our 
people, and we are instructed to inform you 
thet they cannot be acceded to. 

Honorebie proporitions to you are now make- 
ing on our part and we think we shall be en- 
abled to deliver the same to you the early part 
of next week. Weare happy to have it in 
our power to give you assurances that our 
brethren here. toge-her with those who have 
arrived from the East, are unanimously dispoe. | 
ed to make every sacrifice for an honorable 
adjustment of our differences that could be re- 
quired of free citizens of the United States. 


Negociations at the camp are how going on 
between some gentlemen of this county and 
our breihren which ate calculated to aflay the 
great excitement in your county. We are ine 
formed that the citizens of Jackson entértéin’ 
fearn that our people intend to invade their 
territory in ahostile manner. We assure you 
that their fears are groundless; such 18 not and

GREAT. FIRE IN TURKEY. 
“One helf of the town of the Dardanelles bas 
been! destroyed by fire. At half-past eleven 
A. MLof the 25th of Oetober the fre commene- 
ed in the Greek quarter, a gale of wind blow 
ing from the north eastat the time. Although 
it waseoemtly in the day, and tw thousand 
Turkish troops, with twelve fire engines were 
on the spot the tavages of the ail consuming 
element, and. twenty houses were, destroy ed 
before any. efficacious aid was given. Much 
might have been done had the engines been in 
good order; but owing to the gros neglect of 
Ibrahim Pacha, ihe Governor of the town, not 
one of chem could be made to werk.’ Had. jit 
nat been for the assistance of two Tarkish 
soldiers, and. the. European residents, whe oe- 
cupied shemeelves ig pulling down houses, and 
regulating be scanty supply of watet, the fire 
would never have been arrested in ite progress. 
The presence of the Pacha was of liule usa, oa 
his, commands being enforced by the whip, no 
one would work with good will. This terrible 
fire Ne not subdued until balf- past (wo A. M. 
of. the 27th, having. lasted thirtysnine — 
The whole of the Greek ond Jewish quarters, 
with the exception of about forty houses, one- 
half of. the Armenian quarter, about one hun- 
dred Turkish hauser, three mosques, a, a- 
gogpe, one hundred shops, and a large bath, 
have fallen a prey to the flames, At least dix 
hundred houses have been destroved, and, as 
in many of four to five families lived tagether, 
there arg abaut,twelve. hundred families with- 
owt a home. Of, this number, one-half have 
taken refuge in the barrecks and two adjoin- 
ing village, three hundred have found an asy- 
lum in the remaining part of the town, and the 
rest exposed to the inclemency of the weather, 
or sheltered for the time being in tente. The 
misery is very great, and the winter approach- 
ing. A subscription was immediately set on 
feot by those who were fortanate in escaping, 
but will affeed only temporary relief, a8 most of 
the families have been rendered completely des 
titute,. It is tobe hoped that the Sultan wilt
